Population.—The last quarterly estimate of population shows that the 
number. of persons in the State on 30th September last was 1,674,594, 
of whom 873,796 were males, and 800,798 were females. The total 
includes 2,012 aborigines, but excludes 1,714 inhabitants of the Federal 
capital area—Yass—Canberra. The increase in population during the 
quarter was 14,820, and during the six months since the census, on the 
2nd April, 25,848. Of the latter increase, which was equal to a rate of 
about 3-2 per cent per annum, 15,173 was due to excess of births over 
deaths, and 10,675 to excess of arrivals. 

Trade.—The oversea imports during October were valued at £2,266,024, 
which shows an increase of £229,644, or over 11 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the ten 
months was £22,508,901, an increase of £3,435,700, or 18 per cent. 
over the corresponding figures for 1910. There were increases in most 
of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, cordage and twines, 
metal manufactures, machines and machinery, and timber. 

The oversea exports for October amounted to £3,733,617, being a 
decrease of £138,397, or over 3 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the ten months there was a 
decrease in the oversea exports of £692,608, or nearly 3 per cent., as 
compared with last year.

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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for October show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,295,497, or £8,698 more than in 
October of last year. During the four months ended 31st October, 
the revenue was £4,653,806, being £151,061 more than the corre- 
sponding period of the last financial year.

During the four 
months the expenditure was £5,458,578, being £310,057, or over 6 
per cent. more than in 1910-11.

On the 31st October, 1911, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £711,245, but which sum includes payments 
in anticipation of the passing of Loan Votes, 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September, 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £63,960, and the working expenses by £38,062, 
the net result being a record improvement of £25,898. Relatively 
the earnings decreased by 23d., and the expenditure by 1$d. per train 
mile. 


The total earnings for all lines of Tramways during the quarter 
amounted to £354,052, and the working expenses to £296,578, leaving 
a surplus of £57,474. 


Banks.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th September, which 
generally covers the accounts for the weakest period of the year, 
continue to show very great expansion, the principal feature being the 
increase in advances and the decrease in bank notes. Compared with 
the corresponding period of last year, there was an increase of £3,291,082 
in current accounts, and in deposits as a whole, of £6,094,957. Reserves 
of coin and bullion were £956,478 greater. Advances increased by 
£2,421,502 during the quarter, and during the year by £5,676,028. 
The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes to total liabilities now stands 
at over 29 per cent. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the third quarter of 1911 amounted to £2,236,470, and 
during the first nine months to £5,895,636, which show increase’ of 
£218,011 and £797,180 respectively, as compared with the correspond- 
ing periods of last year. The output of the silver lead mines is 
responsible for an increase in the value of products during the nine 
months of £403,616, and in the value of zinc concentrates of £158,256 3 
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the exports of copper and tin also show favourable increases in value 
for the period, due to the enhanced price of the metals. In the coal 
trade the exports are being well maintained, and exhibit comparative 
increases of 249,934 tons and £154,705 in value, although in 1910, 
labour difficulties somewhat restricted the output. 

The gold yield during October was 25,616 oz. crude, equal to 22,020 oz. 
fine, valued at £93,535. The value of gold produced during the ten 
months was £648,369, and showed a decrease of £27,575, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1910. 


Prices.—The general index number for October was higher than that of 
September, and slightly higher than for the corresponding month of 
last year. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,244, for metals 
1,192, and for all articles 1,239. During the month, the prices of 
butter, wheat, leather, frozen beef, copper, lead, and tin advanced ; 
but greasy wool and hides declined in value ; other articles remained 
at about the same level as those ruling in September. 


Land Selections.—During October 87 applications were made for 52,798 
acres ; and 40,954 acres, representing 61 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year, the number of 
applications has been 1,107, and the area applied for 671,609 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January 
has been 492,935 acres, representing 673 blocks. 


Meteorology.—During the month of October, New South Wales was visited 
by four rainstorms; but the falls generally were very varied, although 
in many parts of the State, the totals closely approached the average. 
The southern half of the area west of the Darling, portions of the 
North Coast, and scattered districts in the Central Tableland were 
most favoured. On the whole the “ Wheat Belt” received substantial 
benefit from the rains experienced during the second and third weeks 
of the month. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—October, 1911.—The Births registered 
numbered 1,562, equal to 29°64 per 1,000 of population; of the 
total, 824 were males and 738 females. The rate is very satisfactory, 
being the highest for the month of October since the year 1895, and 
9 per cent. above the average for the previous five years. 


The total Deaths numbered 526, namely, 313 males and 213 females, 
equal to a rate of 9:96 per 1,000 of population, being below the 
average for the previous five years in all age-groups except 5-64, 


The Infantile mortality was 47 per 1,000 births, a record which 
is gratifying in the extreme. The rate is phenomenally light, being 33 
per cent. below the average for the previous five years.
